5. Liability for transfer^— The Senior Private Secretary shall be liable to transfer anywhere in India. 

6. Disqualifications.—No person:— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person haying a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any perspn, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grouhds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax:— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do so, 
it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

8. Saving:—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and m oiiier special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

is earlier on payment of such licence fee as may be specified by Government from time to time” 

(c) after clause (c) of rule 7, the following shall be inserted namely:— 

“(d) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the Instate Officers shall maintain a separate pool for ladies 
depending upon the supply and demand of the quarters in the station as per the provisions contained in S.R 
317-B-8 and Government of India, Ministry of Urban Development, Directorate of Estates, OM No.l2035(6)/ 
83-Pol-II dated 10th November’ 1987 and (toted 6th November’ 1984". 

(d) after sub rule 5 of rule 9, the following sub rule shall be inserted* namely:— 

“(6) Reserved or Appointment accommodation.- The Department may.,notify specific residential accommodations 
Type- V or VI) as reserved or appointment accommodations which will be allotted to the respective incumbents 
of the post for which the accommodation has been reserved. 

(7) The incumbent of the post for whom the reserved accommodation has been earmarked shall be considered to 
be in occupation of the residence.during the period of his incumbency unless the allotment is changed or 
suspended under these rules. 

(8) A reserved or appointment accommodation his intended for occupation by the officer who actually holds the 
post. The allotment subsists only during the period of incumbency and immediately on change of incumbency, 
the successor incumbent becomes the allottee of the residence in question. It will' therefore, normally be 
necessary for the successor incitement to occupy the residence immediately after taking over. Notwithstanding 


i 
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these considerations, the outgoing incumbent of the post or his family, can be permitted by .the Competent 
authority to retain such accommodation for a period of one month on payment of rent under FR-45 A, provided 
that it is not detrimental to the interest of the new incumbent of that post and the accommodation can be 
conveniently spared and it does not involve any loss of revenue or extra cost to the Government. 

(9) In cases where the officer is posted to non- family station and is entitled to retain his or her family at the last 
duty station, alternate suitable accommodation may be provided as per availability (irrespective of the type of 
accommodation allotted to the officer). 

(10) It would be mandatory for the incumbent of the post for which a particular house/accommodation has been 
reserved to occupy such accommodation; 

(e) after rule 16, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:— , 

“Provided that retention of accommodation at the old duty station in the event of transfer to non-family stations 
as may be specified from time to time will be governed by separate orders issued by the Government of India from 
time to time”.

S.R.O. 59.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Coast Guard Organisation Groups *C* and ‘D’ Fire Fighting Staff Recruitment 
Rules, 2006. 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Coast Guard Organisation Group ‘C’ and Group ‘D’ Fire Fighting Staff 
Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Coast Guard Organisation Groups ‘C* and ‘D’ Fire Fighting Staff Recruitment Rules, 

2006— 

(i) against serial number 2, relating to the post of Fire Engine Driver, in column 8, under the heading “Essential”, 
for the entry “Must be possessing heavy vehicle driving licence with at least three years experience of 
driving heavy vehicles”, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“ Must be possessing heavy vehicle driving licence with at least three years experience of driving heavy 
vehicles in any of private or Government organisation/institute.” 

(ii) against serial number 4, relating to the post of Fireman Grade II, in column 8, for the entries, the following 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(a) Must have passed 8th class examination or equivalent. 

(b) Must be physically fit and capable of performing strenuous duties. The strenuous duties will be tested 
as per following physical standards:— 

0) Height without shoes -165 Cms. provided that a concession of 2.5 Qns in height shall be allowed 
for members of the Scheduled Tribes and candidates of hilly areas. 

(if) Chest (unexpanded)-81.5 Cms 

(iii) Chest (on expansion) - 85 Cms 

(iv) Weight-50 Kg (Min.) 

(v) Endurance Test: 

(1) Carrying a man weighing 63.5 Kgs by fireman lift up to a distance of 183 metres within 96 seconds. 

(2) Clearing 2.7 metres wide ditch by landing on both feet (long jump) 

(3) Climbing 3 metres vertical rope by hands and feet.
